Dave also said that rewards would be presented at Saturday's club 
meeting. 

Kyle Gesswein, who will be the 2018 club secretary, presented some ongoing re- 
search on getting the MVRC a tax-exempt status. He also checked into the 
club’s status as a non-profit corporation with the Attorney General; according to 
Kyle, the club’s status needs attention. Earl made a motion that Kyle work to 
bring the MVRC into good standing.
